The Examiner has again dismissed the petition filed on June 
11, 2007 stating that the Response to the Dismissed Petition 
filed on April 15, 2008 lacked "...a statement that the entire 
delay in filing the required reply from the due date for reply 
until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.137(b) was unintentional...." Specifically, the Examiner has 
requested information on when the applicant first became aware of 
the abandoned status of the application. 

The following remarks are meant to clearly point out the 
steps taken to further the prosecution of this application. 

It is respectfully stated that the entire delay in filing 
the required reply and subsequent petition for revival were 
unintentional. In support of this statement the following is 
respectfully submitted: 

1) On February 4, 2004 the correspondence address for the 
present application was to Athanasios Leontaridis, Dipl. Ing. V. 
Mantzikas located at 68 Solonos Street, 106 80 Athens, GREECE. 
This is the address submitted on the signed declaration and 
remains the address listed with the US Patent Office. 

2) Mr. Athanasios Leontaridis maintains that the Notice of 
Allowance was not received at the above listed address and 
therefore was not acted on. Prior communications with the US 
Patent Office were timely responded to specifically the 
communication mailed on July 28, 2003 which was responded to on 
October 27, 2003. The Notice of Allowance was issued a shortly 
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Serial No.: 10/018,998 Leontaridis, A. 

after the last response was filed, therefore the Notice of 
Abandonment was quite unexpected. However, upon receiving the 
Notice of Abandonment, which was mailed on March 25, 2004 and 
received in Greece in April of 2004 the local postal service for 
the address listed was contacted to determine if the Notice of 
Allowance was incorrectly delivered. Additionally, the US 
Patent Office was contacted to try to remedy the situation. A 
copy of an email outlining the above by Mr. Mantzikas, working on 
behalf of Mr. Athanasios Leontaridis, is included with this 
submission as Exhibit A. When the efforts of Mr. Athanasios 
Leontaridis and his representatives in Greece failed, the office 
of Dowell & Dowell, P.C. was contacted to attempt to further the 
prosecution of the application. 

3) The request by Mr. Athanasios Leontaridis' representative 
was made in the Summer of 2004. The applicant's foreign 
representative indicated that the application was believed to be 
in condition for allowance, however Mr. Athanasios Leontaridis' 
Greek representative had no record of having received a Notice of 
Allowance. Also attempts to gain information on the application 
from the US Patent Office were unsuccessful. 

4) Based on our communication with the Greek representative 
of Mr. Athanasios Leontaridis, we forwarded a letter outlining 
the necessary steps to revive the application. In an attempt to 
speed the process and belief that a status would be obtained in a 
short time, the undersigned agent's office requested that the 
applicant provide a signed Petition for Unintentional 
Abandonment. The form was not filed until a status on the 
application could be obtained. A copy of the letter as forwarded 
to Greece in August of 2004 is included as Exhibit B.

5) The law office of Dowell & Dowell, P.C., during the 
months that followed made numerous attempts to determine the 
status of the application by contacting Group Art Unit 3600 of 
the US Patent Office. On each call the application was listed as 
lost, therefore no information was able to be obtained. On 
December 28, 2005 a Power of Attorney to Inspect, Make Copies and 
Sign Documents was filed at the general window of the US Patent 
Office in an attempt to force the US Patent Office to locate the 
file. A copy of the power indicating both Ralph A. Dowell 
(26,868) and Wendy M. Slade (53,604) were given the power to 
inspect and sign documents on behalf of applicant. A copy of the 
power is included as Exhibit C. There was no indication that the 
Power was ever placed in the file. 

6) This matter was assigned for continual monitoring to a 
long time employee of the undersigned agent's office, it was 
requested that a status on the location of the application be 
regularly requested in an attempt to determine what was required 
to further process this application. The above-mentioned 
employee, who retired in May 2007, made numerous attempts to 
determine the status of this application so that action could be 
taken. On specific note is a telephone call January 12, 2006 
with Examiner Gall regarding the status of the application. 
Examiner Gall explained that he did not have the case. Also of 
note is a telephone conversation with B. Gleeson on April 10, 
2006 in which the stated location for PALM was listed as 9200 
(lost) . 

7) In June of 2007 upon the retirement of the above 
referenced employee, the undersigned agent was given the 
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Serial No.: 10/018,998 Leontaridis, A. 

application on which to determine a status. Kenya McLaughlin, 
Office of Petitions, was contacted and indicated that a Notice of 
Allowance was issued for the application and in addition to the 
Issue and Publication fees corrected drawings were required. On 
June 11, 2007 a petition for unintentional abandonment was filed. 
The petition included the Issue and Publication fees as well as 
corrected drawings. Also included with the petition was a Power 
of Attorney to Inspect, Make Copies and Sign Documents as 
previously submitted. This power signed by the applicant gave 
the power to sign the Issue fee transmittal as well as any 
documents required for the Petition to Revive. A complete copy 
of the filing is included as Exhibit D. 

Based on the above information it is respectfully stated 
that this application was not intentionally abandoned at anytime 

during the pendency of the application. It is submitted that the 
entire delay in request for revival was unintentional and due 
impart to a failure of the US Patent Office to locate the 
application in a timely fashion. It is respectfully requested 
that revival of this application be granted.

Thank you for your e-mail below. As you know from our previous correspondence on this matter the mail to the applicant 
from the USPTO was received in our office address right from the beginning of filing of the US application. We have 
therefore received the Notice of Abandonment mailed on 03/25/2004 and informed the applicant accordingly in April 2004. 
The Notice of Abandonment set out three alternatives for responding in an attachment sheet as enlisted in the sheet in the 
accompanying file. Our first action has been to try to explore possibilities of responding through each one of the first two 
alternatives where no fee was required, since the wish of the client was not to pay any fee because the Notice of 
Allowance was never received.
